They will have re- 
ceived t he beal of all aosuranees that they 
can confide in the expressions of deep aud 
settli il 1,'oiHl-will of the British people und 
gratitude to llieir great leader which we 
have venlnreil to tender ill tlie name of Ire- 
land. Lord Salisbury and tho Times news- 
paper, und all tho watchful trflia of coer- 
eionists who are exulting in Parnell's un- 
happy work will have sustained a disap- 
pointment us crushing as their overlhrow at 
the ParnoU Commission. Americans of 
every oi iyiii and of every oi-ef:d will joyfully 
celebrate the ii union of t he Irish natioirilisi 
host by sub ii:ribiii;.; whatever tiinds may be 
necessary to kee|i the ;;allanl men v\ ho were 
enlisted in lielaiiil's baltle from the ven- 
geaiiee of landlord .'-y tulieat es and coercifin- 
ists, in safety and einntort till the geni:ral 
election will aoiimi their deliverance. 
Whenever the Hriiiic Rule bill comes to be 
Iraiiieil the Irish peiqile are guaranteed as 
to the satisfactory nature of its provisions 
by their own quiet resolute strength, by 
the unshaken ami iiiisliakable independence 
of an Irish party who are at this moment 
giving a higher proof of an independence 
than could lie expected from the warm 
hearted and devoleil followers of a 
great leader, aii.l by every motive 
of atatesnianship as well as honor 
that must determine Gladstone to make 
the great orowuiug achievomeuts of his life, 
the work of complete reoonciliation betwei n 
the two ooontrios.

!]^Dl'bun, Dee. 11. — Tbeoffiees of United 
Ireland are again in the hands of Purnell. 
The anti-Parnellites, who last night ousted 
the representatives of Paruell from the 
premises after destroying such leaders as 
were prepared by his newly appointed edi- 
tor, Leainy, took ihoir departure after hav- 
ing appointed a guard, which was left in 
possession with orders to prevent Parnell or 
his frieiuls from entering the building. This 
nioriiiiig Paruell, accompanied by a large 
number of friends, proceeded to the ollico of 
United Ireland, forced the doors open, 
drove out the anti-Purnellites' guard, and 
again assumed possession. While tho ulFuir 
was witnessed by a number of policemen, 
none of thcin offered any opposition to tlie 
proceedings of the Parnellitos. As soon as 
Pannelt again found himself in possession of 
the building, lie appeared at the window 
ami addressed the crowd. 

Ij.iter in the day Parnell st u tcd for Cork, 
when an enornious crowd of people assem- 
bled ut the station and loudly cheered him 
as he entered the train. 

Al .Mallow, the crowd around the depot 
aoenied divided in sentiment. There were 
some cheers for I'arnell, but tho groans ap- 
peared to predoniijiate. 

VVKI.CO.MED TO COBK. 

CoKK, Deo. II. — Parnell was met on his 
arrival liere by an enormous crowd, and was 
welcomeil with great eutliusiasin. 

After receiving addresses of welcome 
from the committees, Purnell repaired to 
the Chamber of Commerce, where a great 
crowd had assenibled. He was presented 
with an address by the Kutional Loague, to 
which he responded at laigth. In tho 
course of his remarks ho said : " I have 
come amon^ you with a proud heart, in the 
belief that while Cork and Parnell are 
'■".iiited, Ireland is united. (Loud ap- 
plause.) I am proud of Cork, wbieh has 
given me a verdict vvithout waiting to hear 
my side. With such men to support me, I 
need not fear the loss of (.! ladstone's 
trumpery bill, which would allow the police 
to beat while ihe landlords desecrated our 
country." Parnell went on to say that 
never in tJludstone's palmiest days 
had bo dismissed the idea that 
leeland anil Gladstone might again bo 
in conflict.

'I'hey profess the belief lliut 
Parnell is iivcr-doiiig his role, and that be 
eaiinol keep the pace he has set for liiniBclf 
for any length of lime without making co- 
lossal blunders which will undo what lie 
seems now to have done in the way of se- 
curuig popular support. Dublin, they 



say, is his Stronghold, and It was no 
victory to capture the popnlnce there. 
The , real deolsion of this dispute 
lies with the people in tho villages, farms 
und cottages, and they will not bo easily 
influenced by gymnastics and pyiotechiiics. 
Nevertheless, tho seeeders are anxiously 
wishing for the return of tho American 
envoys, whose advent is expected to infuse 
vigor aud system into the work of Parnell's 
opponents. 

'ihe anti-Parnellites are redoubling their 
efforts to start a newspaper to ehauipioii 
their cause, tlioatteiiipt to recapture United 
Irchind having been an ignominious failure. 
As yet no source of financial support has 
developed itself, and the need of money be- 
comes every day more pressing. There are 
niuny people who would contribute to tho 
McCarthy treasury now if they did not 
entertain tlic notion that means may ho de- 
vised of obtaining control of the league and 
other funds already in existence. They can- 
not understand how a majority of the par- 
liamentary party can be permanently de- 
prived of access to these moneys, and they 
expect G'iJrion and Dillon to devise a way 
to put the sinews of war at their disposal. 
If it ultiiniitely becomes evident that this 
cannot be done, donations will probably be- 
gin to come in to the McCarthy treasury. 
At present, there are practically no contri- 
butions on either side, as everyone is uncer- 
tain as to which party will prove its right 
to hold the purse. 

VV.M. o'liltlKN TALKS. 

Nkw N iiiuc, Dee. II. — O'Brien said to- 
iiighi with regard to the seizure of the 
United Ireland ollice, and its recapture the 
preeeediiig night in his name: " 1 know 
nothing eil her of the attack on the United 
Ireland ollice or of its reported recapture, 
except what I have learned from the news- 
papers. I regret to apeak on what is to me 
in any aspect a heart breaking subject, bub 
there are some inis-atateiiicnta in tho papers 
which I must correct. It ia stated that tho 
edition which Parnell attempted to sup- 
press by force was to contuin a 
bitter personal attack upon himself. 
I cannot believe that to bo 
true, unU;.sa my specific orders wero 
disregarded. VVhen the controversy arose, 
I cabled the following instructions to Mana- 
ger Mr. Donnelly : " If the party decides 
in favor of Purnell, hand over the establish- 
ment to any authorized ugeat of Parnell, 
but if the party decides against his leader- 
ship, support our views moderately bat 
strenuously, avoiding all unkind language . 
ot Parnell personally, and permit nobody to 
interfere." I 8ubsei|uently twice cabled 
Acting Editor, Mr. Bodkin, enjoining him to 
see that nothing personally ofl'ensive to Par- 
nell should appear, and forbidding hiin to 
use cartoons in the pajicr on tho 
controvcray. To ensure that nothing 
personally hurtful to Parnell shou!;'. appear, 
1 spooially instrnnted !>ini to print nothing 
on the subject except what he should him- 
self write. On the night before Parnell's 
raid on the oliicea, in reply to iv cablegram 
from two of Parnell's chief supporters beg- 
ging Dillon and myself lo come lo Paris.and 
asking me to direct United Ireland to ob- 
serve neutrality in the meantime, I cabled 
the following reply : "I will be delighted 
to meet Jack and you in Paris. Will gladly 
direct the neutrality of United Ireland 
meanwhile, if the controversy is suspendcdall 
round." The next I heard was that ono 
gentlenuin who luivl Citblod iiic thut incfisago 
was among those who liad broken into tlm 
office and suppressed the paper by force. 
It is stated that Parnell acted in virtue of 
his authority us director of the company 
which owned Uniled Ireland, and that he 
owns the greater majority of the shares. 
Both of these stuteineota are unfounded. 
The shares which stand nciininally in his 
name are less than half the share 
capital of the coiiipmy. I'arnell is 
not and has noi been for iicirly 
live years, a director of iho company, 
lie ceased to be so at his own desire two 
years ago for the express purpose of guard- 
ing liiiiiself from all pecuniary or criminal 
responsibility for the paper. Tiiat respons- 
ibility I have myself borne wholly through- 
out all ihese yen's. I entirely concurred m 
the wisdom of Parnell's course in that re- 
spect. 1 only refer to this to sliow that, as 
a matter of fact, it is not true that thoae 
who forcibly entered and took possession of 
the Uniteil Ireland iifli :e with him had a 
shadow of legal authority for their proceed- 
ings."

Adams' 
administration a Itrge force of men was 
eoiployed and ojioratioiiK carried on at 
u'reat expense. U der the present man- 
agement o|)erations will bo i>uslied with 
every reference to judicious economy. It 
\* elaimetl reports to the effect that work 
will be discontinued have been started 
from the East through a misiinderstand- 
ini;, and havo been circulated by those 
who had interests to subserve or actuated 
through motives to injure the company.

Canada's Claiiu to Half the Chauuel 
Acknowleilffed-Tlie Mognl 
Seizure Lcffal. 

Secretary Wiiidom Warns American 
Towboata to Keep ou the Wast- 
ingtoa Side of tlie Water. 



A dispatch from Washinnton, D. C, 
under date of the 10th inst., contains tliu 
{ollowiDg : Seotefcary Windotn has issued 
the following circular to customs ofBcora 
in regard to towing by Uiiitod States 
tugs in tho straits of Juiin do Fuca : 

This deparliiioiit is inforniod tliiit tliu 
tug Mogul, !i VL'HSol of the United States, 
has boeu soized by tho Canadian author- 
ities for tJiking in tow a vessol in the 
straits of Juan do Fuoa lit a place more 
than threo miles from the Canadian 
shore, but on tho Canadian side of tho 
coutru of tho strait, and towing* said vessel 
to a place iu Camnda, and that fines have 
T»83n imposed by tho Canadian govern- 
in int in other similar cases, action beniy 
taken as understood, under the provision 
of clia])tor 8.'!, revised statutes of Canada, 
which prohihit tliu towing of an American 
steam veaaoi, or any ship, yuasol oi- riift 
from one port nr place in Canada to 
• iiolhor piirt or place in Canada, except in 
C-130 of diatri.'H3. It is understood tl'.at the 
practico has horotoforo been on tlio pii t ol 
b;)th Canada and the United States to al- 
low towinj,' in the S raits mentioned with- 
out such restrictions. Tho Canadian in- 
spector of ports, hiiwuvcr, liiia iiifoi-iiied 
the local a^'ont of tho owners of tho tugs 
Mogul and CoUis, at Port Towiiaend, that 
tha'decision of tho departinuiit of oiis- 
toiuB and of the department of justice of 
Canada was such as to leave him nodonbt 
of the views held by tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment, and that on the first arrival of 
either of these tugs, which had been 
ifU'lty in tho past of a hreach of ilie la«a 
of Canada in the reH|iect mentioned, lio 
would demand the payment of a further 
penalty uf §400 for each time that a given 
tug had been guilty. 

I am ii. f .-med by tho Secretary of 
State, under date of tho 11th ult., that 
his department is not prepared to coull'o- 
vert tho claim of the Canadian Govern- 
ment as to jurisdiction to tho middle of 
the .Straits, and tliat owners of American 
towing vessels iu the locality of tho 
Straits should bo advised, so far as prac- 
i ticable, as to the purpose of the Canadian 
Government."

San FuANci.sco, Dee. 10. — After full 
two years waiting, undisturbed by any 
news concerning the whalers Nautilus, 
Kautick, Alexander and Ben Ten Son, 

intelligence from all four vessels has been 
received. Tho Nautilus has arrived at 
one of the Chinese ports from tho North- 
ern t)kotsk sea, after a six months' 
cruise. She had a voyage tilled with in- 
cidents. She sailed up the .Jajjaneso 
coast, passing thnnigh the Tsugara straits 
into the sea of .lajian. When ofl" Capo 
Patience she fell in with a series of icu- 
borgs. The captain, disrottarding tho 
danger in which he placed his vessel, 
sailed along the very edges of the berga, 
which threatened to fall evoi y moment. On 
October 18, whenofl'the niiinland of Si- 
beria, a school of lighting whales was en- 
counterbJ. The monsters fought one 
another, with fury, lashing the water in- 
to foam with their struggles. Never- 
tholoss, both the Nautilus and Kautick 
lowered boats, but harpoons wore use- 
less. The boats and tho crews in them 
had several hair breadth escapes from 
destruction. Not one whale was cap- 
tured. Finding it to bo impossible to 
catch any whales, sealing was resorted to. 
The scaling cruiso was more successful. 
Tho Nautilus captured 1,731 skins. Tho 
Kautick also took several hundred seals. 
Tho schooner Ben Ten Son reported hav- 
ing 3,000 skins aboard. The di8ai)point- 
ing experiences of the wb.r.lers was re- 
markable. Tho mate of tho Alexander, 
who has boon whaling for 30 consecutive 
years, stated that ho had never seen 
whales su scarce or wild before.

TEE LATEST REFORMER. 

The lost advocWfco of educational re- 
form is the Emperor William II. It is sur- 
prising to see a German find fault with 
tho system of eduoition which has bean, 
thb boast and tho pride of both the 
jieople and tho Government e)f (lerni:iny. 

The; iCiitperor's complaint is that the 
pL'ople are beiui; over-educated, or rat.lier 
mis-e(hieated. The yiaitli of (lovmauy 
.are instrueted in whnt they ou;,dil not to 
leai ii, and they do not learn things wliicli 
thoy ouiiht to be taught. Ho conii)l;nii3 
that time -is lost in the hiaher publi\; 
schocds'in crauiniing the boys with Latin 
and Greek, instead of directing their at- 
tention to the German lai'.guage ami 
(lernlau history. lie f-ays that iheao 
sehdols must iiioud their ii etlioJs, that 
I .school s iidii'.s iiiusl be made Ui bear upon 

tlie practical h-i.siiu-s ■ f life, 
I the aimaiiit of nic e liDok v.erk nuisi he 
! reduced, i liat iimre attor.tioii uui.st be 
! iiaid to the training of the body, and 
I «i ire time must bo given to healthy re- 
creation. He attributes many of tiie 
evils which he finds in the political world 
to the vicious system of' education under 
wli eh public men and jNturnalistu liavu 
been taught. 

Tliero -'.re a great many in all c.amliies 
who condeiini the system of eiincation 
practised in all the .schocds, liigli atal 
primary. 'I'iiey say that it is nm, produc- 
im; g:>ijd results. Tiie schools, thoy aver, 
do not lit men and wuiuuu to do the n<nk 
of life. Time is wasted and energy dis- 
sipated m learning what does not improve 
the mind, and what actually unfits tho 
pupil for lighting successfully tho battle of 
life. They contend that education should 
be from the very beginning more practical, 
anel that none but those wiio evince a 
peculiar aiititiide f 'r it, should receive 
what is called the higher education. Mr. 
Gukhvin Sniitii in this counliy, lately, 
poiutid to the iniforlunate man Birehall 
as an exami)le of the evilellects of forcing 
on a young man an education for which 
he was not littod by natiu-e. Ho said : 

Had ho (Hircball), instead of being 
sent to college, been kept steadily nt 
work in soniu useful calling, he nught 
have gone decently and perhaps crudii- 
iibly tlirnugh tho world. i-cniHiuj Idni 
lo riilltyn; irhcn:, liarlng tii) litcnini 
(d.M'.-.s, hr. irax .-■irii H>,t to .s/l(./;^ and 
irhei-f, hi iivj iill , In: inm sHiy (<i //<' lii.i- 
xip'ttiil, ira.i the iiiistaU vliirh ,sc<i/ci/ 
liiri (Ilium. That no boy ehouUl bo sent 
to enliege who does nut show a decided 
inclination to study is a lesson which 
JJircliall preaches to us from a felon's 
grave." 

This is we admit an oictreme case, bu> 
there are thousands in this Dominion and 
in every other civilLzod country 
who have reason to lament that 
they were not taught in their 
youth something that they could 
learn well and smio tliiiiL' that uduld have 
helned them lo earn an honest liveliheod 
instead of being kept f.>r years vainly 
struggling to acquire bniuohea of 
learning for which they had no taste' 
and no capacity; and the smattering 
which they had been able to obtain had 
been of no earthly use to them after they 
had left school. The higher education 
I does not often leael ;i man t(j the g.al- 
jlows, but it docs very fiui|uemly result 
j in grievous (lisa[)piiii!tineiit to tliofc wiuj 
hoi)ed to benetit by it, and to their niia- 
' guideel but well-meaning relatives ai.d 
] helpers. 

Tlie speech lately delivered by the Em- 
pertir of Uerniany is only one more indi- 
cation that the whole system of education 
will, before very long, undergo a 
thorough reformation. There are very 
ma y dissatisfied with it and the results 
it produces.

THE SEALING QUESTION. 



Afircut Tiuerlo's Report Ti'ii).s Secretary 
Blaine -The British Minister 
Qno:es it 



The Secretary of State Taken Back 
By Official Statements tliat 
Seals areMuLtiplyingr. 



. WashinotokOity, Doo. 7. — The words 

of the president touohinp; our rights in 
Alaska, as stated in his recent messai^o, 
have provoked i\ semi-onidiil reply from 
Her Mnjosty's govoriimont. Tliis reply 
indicates that tlio Britiali iiro not disposed 
to yield a single item in their present 
claim as opposed tu oura. Mr. liluinc's 
message, touching the subject in the dis- 
pute between the government of the 
United States and the government of 
Oreat Brituin iu the Behring's Sea was 
sent to the Senate last summer. It 
covers all coniiuuniciitious and corres- 
pondence since Miirch 4, 1881). A care- 
ful study of this document discloses a very 
remarkable statu of affairs, and one that 
calls for prompt ventilation and the 
swiftest expose by our own goveniment. 
The revelations are directly in line with | 
the statements made three days ago. 

In the first place, Mr. Blaine, under 
date of January 22, 1890, addroascs an 
olabnrato and elegantly pi-Gparud Btiitu- 
mont to the Britisli minister. In some 
ru8[)uct8 the lettur of Mr. Blnino is per- 
haps as perfect and able a paper as was 
ever written, but it has a very unfortun- 
ate sequel. Blaine, in this communi- 
cation, dues not, as so many assume, in- 
sist upon the dootriuo of the marc 
olausum, but he takes up the doctrine of 
"contra boiuia mores," declaring thiit wo 
are doing no damage to seal life u[) there; 
that, (in the other liand, we are encourag- 
ing unJ viistly fosternig their protection 
and j)c3rpi;tuation. The British, on the 
other hand, are destroying it by permit- 
ting their people to kill seals in the open 
waters of Behring sea. Blaine makes a 
pointed and elegant declaration in favor 
of liis position. 

On March a, 1890, Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote replies to lAIr. Bhiino in an e.\tronio- 
ly courteous letter, contjuaing an elaburatu 
and positive contradiction of Blaine's 
charge, taken directly from official records 
of the treasury departments, filed there 
by sworn agents on the seal islands of 
Alaska. In other words, while Bhiinp 
insists tliiit tiio Briti.ih during tlie last 
four or live years have boon ruining tiio 
sealing interests there, these treasury 
agents in sworn s'atements from 1882 to 
January 2S, 1889, declare that the seals 
are increasing; that they are morenuiiier- 
OU8 than ever before, and that tlicy had 
vastly increase i over the figures given in 
the elaborate monograph prepared by Mr. 
Elliott ai.xtoen years ago. 

Blaine's head was placed in the yoke, 
and try ever so hard he could not jump 
over tlio barrier erected by treasury 
agents whoso motives cannot be fathom- 
ed. It is well to note here that had the 
■ correspondence of the British government 
been carried on in the light of subsequent 
reports and figures now in the possession 
of the state department, Blaine's jioaition 
would have been entirely tenable, and 
there would have been no doubt as to the 
ultimate success of the negotiations. But 
the British i^ovornraent went still further, 
for they quoted Elliott as having said in 
1874 that he did not believe then that 
there ever would be an increase in the 
number nf soiils over tlie liguroH which ho 
gave in his niunograplis, and expressed 
tho opinion that if a man could have con- 
t ol over these animals during the whole 
siason they might be increased in num- 
bsr, just as cattle on a stock breeding,' 
farm. Tho British minister also quo es 
Special Treasury .Agent George II, Tingle 
who stilted under oath to the House cum- 
niitteo on uierehant niiiritio and fisheries 
liitu in the fall of 1888, reiterating iigiiin | 
in tlie winter of 1881), tliat, in spite nf 
Elliott's declarations, in spite of poachers 
and their work, the seals are now more 
than double in number over what they 
wore in Elliott's time, sixteen years ago. 
Tingle grew quite angry at Elliott's as- 
sumption. 

Tl!o British minister presented in this 
nnsiver t'.vunt-y-live snlid jiages of citations 
fniTu tre:ij,uiy iiguiila' <illicial testimony 
;in(l writin.rs during ilielaat four or five 
years, which cunipletely deny the tru h 
of Blaine's chnrge. Now, wliat could 
Blaine do or say tu them ? Hi! did nut 
attempt to say anything. Ho simply 
could not. lie nnikos another ell'ort to 
miliiHil this heavy burden, for he knew 
then it wiis a bnrden, porhajja, iis well 
as he does ii' .w. I'nder date of .lune 4, 
ISM, I\lr. Ill lino Ventures to break the 
force of the British rejoinder, and con- 
cluded tho communication with the fol- 
lowing : 

"I observe that you quote Treiisury 
.\gent (Jeorge K. Tingle in your dispiiteli 
of A[)ril .'!U as showing that, notwith- 
standing tho depredations of marauders, 
the total number of seals has increased in 
Behring sea. The rude mode of estimat- 
ing the total number can readily lead to 
mistak'is, and other agents have dilTored 
from Mr. 'ringle." 

Mr. ISlaio.e, in this statement, asks the 
r.ritish government to discredit, the .sworn 
agent of tho treasury department, and 
then inifcjrtunately proceeds to say in the 
next sentence : " Having introduced Mr. 
Tingle, who has very extensive knowledge 
touching the seals in Behring sea, as well 
as till! liabits of Canadian marauders, I 
trust yon will not discredit his testiineny. 
Then Blaino proceeds to cite Tingle's 
st'ltement of tin: ilestruetion done l)y 
Oinadian maramlors, as thnngh he were 
nnw a competent wilncas, and entirely 
forgetful of the fact that he (Blaine) had 
declared h\n\ an ineoin|)etent witness in 
I'le i)reeediiig p.irauraph. It is small 
woriiU'V iMiw, in iliis ama/inu' light nf cor- 
responilence, that the 10ngli,sh refused to 
believe i\lr. lUiiine win n he is eMi])hali- 
cf^lly discredited by his own witnesses. 
They have every right to believe that 
Blaino knows nothing himself about tho 
oKteiit of tho injury done. Ho never has 
been there, and never has seen it. They 
have the right to bulieve that tho wishes 
of ii private corporation iiro using INIr. 
I'.laiiU! ti) bluff them out fmin the tiidil in 
whieh ihoy are iloinj; no injury wiiatsn- 
ever, according to the sworn staleincnt of 
tho United States oilieiTs in idiarge of 
those interests on the ground itself.
